Soil-drifting Discussed 
By Agricultural Board 


The Alberta Agricultural Board 
which is made up of representatives 
of the Dominion and Provincial] 
Departments of Agriculture, the 
University of Alberta, the C NR. 
and CPR, the Pools, U F.A., 
Seed Growers and Livestock Grow- 
ers of the Province, met in Edmon- 
ton, Thursdav, April 30th and 
‘miong other things discussed the 
juestion of soil-drifting. As a 
esult of the discussion, the follow- 
Wig ieconimendations are being 
published in connection with this 
very serious problem. The Alberta 
Board of Agriculture approves of 
the following recommendations in 
eonnection with soil-drifting: 


1. That as long as the present 
period of drought and high 
winds generally prevails, 
the seeding of land subject 
to drifting be delayed as 

'* i> pD ssible, 

) That farmers should avoid 
unnecessary field cultiva- 
tion. 


That seeding at right- angles 
to prevailing winds is degir- 
able. Plowing of oceagion- 
al furrows after seeding 
seross the fields at right- 
angles to prevailing winds 
is recommended,
